Selection  of  the  Field 

In  selecting  land  for  growing  Alfalfa  sow  only  on  deep,  well-drained 
land.  Alfalfa  will  not  do  well  in  lowlands.  Good  crops  can  be  grown  on 
low  land  if  it  can  be  drained  properly. 

Preparation  of  the  Seed  Bed 

It  is  very  important  to  have  your  land  free  from  weeds.  Land  that  has 
been  previously  cultivated  to  other  crops  is  more  desirable  than  new  land 
that  has  not  been  cultivated.  The  preparation  of  new  land  should  begin  early 
in  the  Spring  and  get  it  in  the  best  possible  condition  for  later  seeding.  There 
must  be  drainage,  fertility,  and  lime  and,  to  insure  a stand  of  plants,  there 
should  be  a firm  seed  bed  and  freedom  of  weeds.  A poor  seed  bed  is  a fre- 
quent cause  of  failure  in  getting  Alfalfa  started.  A firm  seed  bed  is  necessary 
in  order  to  enable  the  plants  to  make  the  proper  root  growth  successfully  to 
resist  the  hot  weather  during  the  summer  months.  Rolling  or  dragging  will 
help  make  a firm,  even  seed  bed.

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Lime  and  Inoculation

When  and  How  Much  to  Sow 

Seeding  should  be  done  in  this  section  late  in  the  Spring  or  early  Fall. 
Do  not  sow  Alfalfa  during  periods  of  drought  or  mid-summer.  Alfalfa  re- 
quires considerable  moisture.  Broadcast  at  the  rate  of  20  pounds  of  seed  per 
acre.  Alfalfa  is  seldom  injured  by  heavy  seeding,  and  often  it  would  be 
better  if  more  seed  had  been  used. 

Late  Fall  Cutting  Should  Not  Be  Practiced 

Many  good  crops  of  Alfalfa  have  been  lost  through  late  Fall  cutting, 
especially  the  first  year  of  growth,  leaves  the  young  crowns  exposed  and 
winter-killing  is  almost  sure  to  result. 

Nurse  Crops 

Nurse  crops  have  not  proven  any  great  assistance  in  producing  crops 
In  the  Fall,  but  are  used  quite  extensively  in  the  Spring  in  keeping  down 
weeds.
